TO LEAGUE SCHEME 


Governor Willing to 
“Make Any Reasonable 
Concessions” to Secure 
Membership for America. 


HE FAVORS CHANGES 
TO REASSURE PEOPLE 


But Is Opposed to Reser- 
vations Trumped Up for 
Political Purposes—He

Reno, Nev., September 16.—Asser- 
tions that he would “make any rea- 
sonable concession” to secure Amer- 
ican membership in the league of 
nations was mude by Governor Cox, 
democratic presidential. candidate, 
here tonight at the close of the Ne-| 
vada campaign.” ee ae ws 
In his statement, made in a tel- 
egram to Professor Irving Fisher, of 
Yale university, Governor Cox said 
the democratic platform opposed 
only reservations of nullification. 
The governor announced he would

are offered in sincerity.” 
Not Unyielding on League. 
The governor’s telegram to Pro- 


fessor Fisher, who is working for

OFFICERS SEEKING 
“MAN IGHER UP" 


Yearning for “High Life” 
and Desire to Get Money 
to Marry Given as Causes 
by Bond Robbers. . 


The “man higher up” in a con- 
Spiracy to rob the railway mail car 
of Southern railway passenger train 
No. 36 on the night of Wednesday, 
September 8, which proved success- 
ful and netted the conspirators ap- 
proximately $330,000 in bonds, is 
being sought by local postoffice in- 
spectors, following the complete 
confession.to the plot made Thurs- 
day by Rufus Knight, aged 23. ex- 
soldier of the Rainbow division, and 
C. C. Monroe, aged 22, a railway 
mail clerk. 

The confession of the two youths 
implicated B. W. Franklin, a young 
white man, formerly of 1307: White- 
hall street, Richmond, Va. Franklin 
secured employment in Atlanta on 
May 10 as a conductor with tke 
Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany, and boarded at 132 South 
Pryor street. He afterwards moved 
his place of residence to 163 Court- 
land street. When asked Thursday 
night when the arrest of Franklin 
is anticipated, Postoffice Inspector 
McKew, who is assigned to the 
case. made no comment, except that 
Franklin was out of the city. 

_ Swe.Men Bound Over. 

The two men were given a pre- 
liminary trial before United States 
Commissioner W. Colquitt Carter 
Thursday at noon, and were bound 
over to the federal grand jury on 
charges of conspiring to defraud 
the government, embezzlement from 
the mails and mutilating mail sacks. 
In default of $5,000 bond they were 
remanded to the custody of Jailer 
J.D. Bazemore at the Fulton coun- 
ty tower.

MacSwiney, lord mayor of Cork, 
who today began the thirty-fifth 
day of his hunger strike, was much 
weaker this morning after spending 
a bad night, aceording to the ‘re- 
port to the home office from the 
physicians at Brixton prison, where 
the lord mayor is incarcerated. The 
Physicians stated MacSwiney had 
enjoyed @ess rest than for several 
nights previously. 

“The lord mayor,” said the morn- 
ing bulletin, issued by the Irish 
Self-Determination league, “passed a 
very badsnight indeed and was weak 
and worn out this morning.” 

Lady Muriel MacSwiney, wife of 
the dying lord mayor, is composing 
her mind and making her plans for 
continuing, she says, the life work 
of her husband after his death. She 
plans to visit America in the inter- 
est of the Irish caase. 

“It is somewhat hard to think 
about myself now,” she told the 
United News but I know I shall 
attempt to carry out all my hus- 
band’s aims after he is gone. 

“I don’t picture myself as a Joan 
of Arc—or even as brave as the 
Countess Markievicz—but Ireland’s 
loyal women can do much to help. 

“Terry has told me so many times 
that America’s friendliness ts Ire- 
land’s gréatest asset. He has said: 
‘If the great body of Americans ful- 
ly understand Irish aspirations and 
Ireland’s wrongs, they would make 
demands that England would not 
dare refuse.’ 

“Therefore, I may go to America, 
if it seems to. me I can help to 
make Americans .undergtand about

Denying the appeal of Thomas W. 
Hardwick to reopen the.case re- 
garding a recount of the primary 
votes in Decatur county, on the 
ground that evidence had not been 
presented to prove illegality, and on 
the additional ground that it had no 
right to go back of the action of 
the Decatur executive committee, 
which had announced Clifford W4l- 
ker the winner in the county, the 
democratic stat® subcommittee 
Thurday afternoon ordered a second 
primary and announced the rules 
under which it will be held. 

The second primary will be held 
Wednesday, October 6, and the ex- 
penses were disposed of in a reso- 
lution jointly framed by Mr. Hard- 
wick and Mr. Walker, upon the in- 
stance of .the subcommittee, whose 
sense was that sinee the laws of 
the state made ho ‘provision for 


these expenses, the candidates 


fi should be allowed to colldborate on 


selves could not bear the entire ex- 
pense, since it wduld run their cam- 
paign expenses beyond the amount 
allowed by. law. | 

Candidates Provide. 

Under the provisions of the«reso- 
lution, the friends and supporters 
of the two candidates in each county 
will provide means for conducting 
the run-over, either by contributon 
of the necessary funds, or by sé 
curing voluntayr managers ahd 
clerks. The resolution expressély 
Says that the managerial personnel 
in the counties shall be divided as 
equally as possible between the two 
candidates. Chairmen of county 
executive committees will be re- 
quired toreport to the secretary of 
the state. committee, Hiram L. Gard- 
ner, hy October 1, as to whether or 
not the details of the primary in 
theirfeounti have been arranged. 
In the case of failure of any county 
se complete arrangements, the state 
secretary is to take the necessary 
steps in co-ordination with the 
candidates, to make final arrange- 
ments, 

The adopted resolution also incor- 
porated a paragraph which ordained 
that all convention delegate ap- 
pointments made after the first pri- 
mary are cancelled, and that the 
delegates shall be appointed after 
the second primary, to be announced 
Monday, October 11, the Monday fol- 
folwing the run-over. This gives 
two weeks before the state conven- 
tion, which will be held in Macon, 
Monday, October 25. Secretary 
Gardner was instructed to make ar- 
rangements for a meeting place for 
the gathering in Macon. 

The motion to affirm the action 
of the Decatur-county committee in 
allowing the first count of the votes: 
to stand was made by J. H. Milner, 
and after discussion of the matter 
by several members, the motion was 
passed 5 to 1, Mr. Flynt being the 
Only one dissenting to the passage.

AS BOLT FROM BLUE, 
CAME THE EXPLOSION 


Clouds of Dust and White 
Vapor Belched From the 
Morgan Building —As 
Roar of Explosion Died, 
Screams and Groans. of 
Victims Were Heard. 


New York, September 16.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—“It was a crash 
out of a blue sky—an unexpected, 
death-dealing bolt which in a twink- 
ling turned into a shamble the busi- 
est corner of America’s financial] 
center,and sent scurrying to places 
of shelter hundreds of wounded, 
damb-stricken, white-faced men and 
women—fleeing from an unknown 
danger.” 

A reporter for the Associated 
Press. who was an eyewitness of 
today’s explosion in New York’s fi- 
nancial district, thus described the 
scene. 

“I was just turning ‘into Wall 
Street from Broadway,” he _ said, 
“when I first felt, rather than heard, 
the explosion. A concussion of air 
Similar to that experienced by a 
passenger on the subway when a 
train dashes into one of the under- 
river. tubes ‘was felt. Its force was 
sufficient to all but throw me off 
my balance, Instantly following the 
concussion, came a sharp resound- 
ing crash which shook to their 
foundation the monster buildings 
facing either side of Wall ‘street. 
With the roar of the blast, came the 
rattling of falling glass and from 
the junction of Wall, Nassau and 

ets bleck distant, 
screams 6f injured men and women. 
Cloud of Yellowish Smoke. 

“I dodged into a convenient door- 
way to escape glass and to reach 
a telephone and call the offiee..Look- 
ing down Wall street later, I could 
see arising from the vicitlity of the 
subtreasury building and the J. P. 
Morgan & Co. bank a mushroom- 
shaped cloud of yellowish, green 
smoke. which mounted to the height 
of more than 100 feet, the smoke 
being licked by darting tongues of 
flame. 

“I reached the scene a few mo- 
ments after the explosion took place. 
The smoke had partially cleared 
from the street, but from the Mor- 
gan building there was belching 
forth through the broken windows 
clouds of dust and white vapor. In 
the street an overturned automobile 
was blazing fiercely and nearby, 
close to the body of a dead horse, 
wab another fire, evidently from a 


pile of wreckage. 

“Almost in front of the steps lead- 
ing up to the Morgan bank was the 
mutilated body of a an. Other 
bodies, mest of them silent in death, 
lay nearby. As I gazed horror- 
stricken at the sight, one of these 
forms, half naked, and seared with 


burns, started to rise. It struggled, 
then toppled and _ fell lifeless into 
the gutter, : 

In Agony of Death. 


“On the opposite side of the street 
were dther forms. One of them, 
that of a young woman, her clothing 
torn and burned away. It was mov- 
ing—not in an effort to rise, but 
in the agony of death. I started 
toward her, but as I did, she became 
still. Glancing down I saw that 
the | gy was discolored with 
blood. In plain sight, within a rea- 
dius of thirty to fifty feet, were 
nine lifeless forms. 

“The body of the dead horse in 
the middle of the street showed 
Plain evidence of having been in 
very close proximity to the scene of 
the blast. It was literally torn to 
piece ¢,. 

“The windows of the Morgan 
building were blown out and 
through the openings could be seen 
the smoke-blackened interior of 
what but a few moments previous 
had been one of the handsomest 
banking rooms in the city. Oppo- 
site, the entrance to the new!y-com- 
pleted white exterior of the sub- 
treasury annex was battered and 
torn as if having been subjected to 
a bombardment of machine-gun fire. 
The doorway with its massive see) 
grill work, was shattered and the 
stone surrounding th: door crack.d 
and battered away. 

: Sticking to His Post. 

‘By this time the crowd was 
pressing in. held in check by the 
hastily gathering police, At the 
doorway of the Morgan bank was an 
uniformed guard, apparently half 
dazed, but sticking to his post and 
holding back those who sought to 
enter the structure.. 

“The crowd was strangely quiet— 
and over it seemed to hang a feel- 
ing Of awe and horror. At the com- 
mands of the police, it moved and 
fell back silently. On the steps of 
the old subtreasury building—the 
spot where yéars ago stirring scenes 
connected with the American. Revo- 
lution were enacted—stands a statue 
of George Washington. Looking 
down from its pedestal between the 
massive granite columns. scarred 
by missiles from the explosion, the 
outstretched hand of the Father of 
His Country seemed to carry a si- 
lent command to be calm.

CAUSE OF HORROR, 
DECLARES BURNS 


Well-Known  Detectivé| 
Says Anarchists Planned 
Wall Street Explosion 
to Startle World.

New York,: Septemher 16.—The 
death and destruction wrought in 
Wall street was caused by time- 
lock bombs placed by anarchists or 
“reds” as a gesture to startle the 
world. So says William 8S. Burns, 
who was personally on the scene 
conducting an investigation within 
a few minutes after the explosion 
occurred. 

“The bombs were loaded with 
window weights cut in half,” Burns 
explained. “They were put in a de- 
livery wagon which was drjven into 
Wall street from the east side some 
place, as the police would not per- 
mit such-a vehicle to enter from 
Broadway or Nassau street. The 
wagon was driven up Wall street 
from the east to the curb directly 
in front of the assay office, just 
across the street from the Morgan 
offices and in a position from which 
the flying fragments would wreak 
havoc on the Subtreasury building 
and the stock excharge as well. The 
driver left .his horse and wagon 
there and probably escaped. The 
explosion occurred at exactly 11:59. 


The bombs were probably. set, to go}. 


off at 12 o’clock by-.a watch that 
was a minute fast. If the explosion 
had occurred a few minutes later 
hundreds would have been killed.” » 

Burns in no way qualified his 
statement that-the destruction—was: 
due to time lock bombs and not to 
an accidental explosion of a wagon 
carrying high explosives. 

Case Will. Be Cleared, 


“We have the evidence to :prové! 


that it was the work of. time lock 
bombs,” Burns de¢lared emphatical- 
ly. “And you: may say further that 
sufficient evidence was collected 
from the debris,in the st¥@et to 
make it a safe prediction that the 
police will have tha case cleared 
up within ten days.” 

Burns recalled the fact that abo 
five weeks ago he had made publ 
&@ warning that a resumption of 
bomb~crimes might soon ‘be expect- 
ed. 
“It was an attempt to startle the 
world by exploding these bombs in

tions were established in the lob- 
bies of the buildings nearby, where 
the less seriously injured were 
en immediate treatment. . 

Evidence tending to confirm the 
theory that the explosion was caus- 
ed by a bomb or some other infernal 
machine came from several sources. 
Chief Police Inspector Lahey re- 
ported late today he had found evi- 
dence to justify the conclusion that 
the explosion was caused by a huge 
bomb loaded with TNT—trinitro- 
toluol—reinforced with iron slugs 
fashioned from window weight bars. 
Pieces of these slugs were found 
in several adjacent structures. This 
type of weight bars, a close inspec- 
tion by police and department of 
justice agents disclosed, is not used 
in any building within a radium of 
several hundred feet from the scene 
of the explosion. 
Warning that radicals planned a 
renewal of bombing outrages were 
sent less than a month ago to all 
eastern clients of the William J. 
Burns Detective agency, according 
to a statement by Mr. Burns, who 
said he was convinced today’s ex- 
Dlosion wads a premeditated attack 
and was not accidental. 
Mr. Burns, who said he had been 
engaged by the Morgan firm to 
make an investigation of the acci- 
dent, stated that his personal inves- 
tigation convinced him a wagon con- 
taining a bomb or bombs was left in 
front of the subtreasury building 
with a timing device.so fixed as to 
cause it to explode precisely at 
noon. No trace of the driver of the 
wagon has been found, he said, and 
added in his opinion the man escaped 
a few moments before the explosion 
occurred. . 

Credited to Bomb, 

Fire Chief Kenlon and officers 
from thé bureau of combustibles, 
also expressed the belief the ex- 
plosion was caused by a bomb after 
examining fragments of métal found 
in the street in front of the Mor- 
gan offices. Dr. William F. Doyle, 
chief of the bureau of combustibles, 
pointed out that the small hole 
found in the street near the Mor- 
gan offices and the widely scatter- 
ed scars on the facades of nearby 
buildings also indicated the blast 
was caused by a bomb rather than 
by an explosion of a quantity of 
dynamite or other explosives. 
Five members of the Morgan 
firm were in the building at the 
time of the accident. Thomas W. 
Lamont, Dwight W. Morrow, Elliott 
C. Bacon and George Whitney were 
in conference on the second floor 
On the Bread street side of the Mor- 
gan building. They were shaken up 
by the force of the explosion, but 
all escaped without injury. 
Junius Spencer Morgan, son of J. 
P. Morgan, head of the firm, who 
is now abroad, was at his desk on 
the lower floor when the explosion 
occurred. It shattered the glass par- 
titions of his office, showering him 
with fragments. He received slight 
cuts on the hands and arms. ~ 
“The explosion threw the confer-

the concussion and rather excited- 
ran down to the main flour, where 
the utmost confusion prevailed.

Letter Warned of Expiosien. 

A letter giving. warning of to- 
day’s explosion was dropped Wed- 
nesday morning through the mail 
slot of a door in one of the offices 
of the French high commission at 
65 Broadway, ft became known to- 
night. This letter, apparently writ- 
ten by a man formerly in the em- 
ploy of the commissiun, was torn 
into small pieces soon after It was 
read and dropped into a waste 
basket. 

Today. after the explosion, these 
bits of paper were taken from the 
basket, pasted together and turned 
over to the police. The letter, 
which was addressed to Lieutenant 
Arnaud, who is attached to the 
commission, began with the word, 
“Greetings.” The writer -.aid he 
thought he was rendering a service 
to the French commission by ad- 
vising Maurice Casenave, minister 


plenipotentiary, and his assistants of 


the fact that a catastrophe would 
occur in Wall street about 2:39 
o'clock. No date was mentioned. 

The writer suggested that Lieut- 
enant Arnaud advise Minister Case- 
nave to have the offices of the com- 
mission closed and unoccupied at 2 
o’clock so that the lives of the office 
staff might be spared. The letter 
also mentioned “between 2 and 4 
o'clock daylight time” as the prob- 
able hour for the catastrophe. 

It was intimated in the letters 
that “some people had grievances 
and wanted to take revenge.” Lieut- 
enant Arnaud read the letter sev- 
eral times. Feeling assured it had 
been written by an alarmist and 
should not be taken seriously, he 
tore it up and threw it in a waste 
paper basket. He gave no further 
thought to the letter until after the 
explosion today, when he rushed into 
the office, emptied the contents of 
the basket in a heap on his desk, 
sorted the bits of the letter, pleced 
them torether and turned them over 
to the police. 

Efforts to learn whether the lIet- 
ter bore a signature proved futile. 

Soon after the letter had been 

handed to the police it was learned 
detectives had been sent to an ad- 
dress in West 92d street to seek 
a man formerly in the employ of 
the French commission. It was said 
he left the service of the French 
government September 1, 1919. 
» The writer of the letter, the po- 
lice believe, was familiar with all 
plans for the explosion and would 
be able to point out thé responsi- 
ble parties. 

Just Accident, Insists Lamont. 


Despite the police theory that 
the explosion was that of an infer- 
nal machine, several eye-witnesses 
reported a wagon bearing the sign 
“explosives,” was seen near the 
Morgan building a few moments be- 
fore the blast occurred. This led to 
the theory, which was still held by 
members of the Morgan firm tonight 
that the explosion was caused by a 
collision between the explosive-Ja- 
den wagon and another vehicle. 

“From what we have learned I am 
inclined to believe the explosion was 
due merely to an accident,” Thomas 
W. Lamont. of the Morgan firm, de- 
clared tonicht. “There are no rea- 
sons that we can find that would 
lead to.a premeditatéd bombing. T 
can see nothing to be gained by such 
an act. Circumstances of the oc- 
currence surely do not point to an 
attempt to wreck the Morgan offices 
: “If anybodv really plotted destruc- 
tion of our building, I believe that 
we would have been sent the warn- 
ing that is usual in such instances. 
And we have, not been threatened in 
any manner. I believe the explosion 
was due to nothing more than an 
unfortunate accident to a drav load- 
ed with explosives, which I am in- 
formed had arrived on the site of 
the stock exchange building addi- 
tion across the street from our of- 
fices.”’ 

An investigation by representa- 
tives of the fire commissioner, how- 
ever, showed no permits had been 
issued today for the transportation 
of explosives in the area surround- 
ing Broad and Wall streets. Ship- 
ments of explosives were neither 
received nor expected during the 
day ateany other buildines under 
construction in the immediate vicin- 
ity, according to the fire commis- 
sioner, who said a canvass had been 
made of all construction work in 
the neighborhood. 

Frank Francisco, one of the inves- 
tigators of the department’ of. jus- 
tice, called attention tonight ta the 
fact the explosion occurred just one 
day after the last members of the 
“red squad” of the department were 
disbanded, This squad had been ac- 
tive in running down bomb plots 
since early in the war, and the last 
forty members were taken from that 
work yesterday, Francisco said. 

Thirty detectives from the West 
Thirtieth street station, all picked 
men, were sent out tonight to main- 
tain a strict surveillance over the 
Morgan home on Madison avenue. 
The detectives stationed themselves 
in doorways, on housetops and at 
other points of vantage in the vicin- 
ity of the home. They had orders 
to stop every person and automobile 
that passed which gave the slightest 
renson for suspicion. 

Exchanges to Open Today. 

The New York stock and curb ex- 
changes will be opened for business 
tomorrow morning at the usual 
time, it was officially announced to- 
night. Officials of the stock ex- 
change declared bonds valued at 
$35,000 and 2,574 shares of stock are 
missing as a result of the explosion. 
The securities were in the hands of 
messengers employed py various 
brokerage houses. 

Nicholas Dejohn; 23 years old. 
who was employed by a Broad street 
brokerage firm, was carrying a roll 


ing $15,000 in Wall street, when the 
explosion occurred. He was thrown 
on his back and received an ugly 
wound in the stomach. The bonds 
fell to the ground, but he had the 
presence of mind to seize them and 
stuff them in a pocket, where they 
were found after he was taken to 
the hospital. 

Despite injuries sustained when 
he was struck by flying glass, Ju- 
nius S. Morgan aided many of his 
cierks who were more serirously 
hurt, Mr. Lamont said tonight. The 
young man’s coolness, he added, 
brought the #xcited employees to 
their senses, and probably prevented 
a panic in the Morgan building 
when the explosion occurred. Mr. 
Morgan remained at his offices unti! 
late tonight and assistsed in restor- 
ing order there. 

A force of cleaners and repairers 
were at work ini the Morgan build- 
ing until a late hour torfight. The 
building, together with others in 
the neighborhood damaged by the 
explosion, was guarded by scores of 
uniformed special officers, police 
and private detectives. 


TIME-LOCK BOMBS

the very heart of the financial dis- 
trict where they would damage the 
éssay office, the subtreasury, the 
Morgan office and the stock ex- 
change at the same time.” 

All the best of the detective tal- 
ent. of the United States is either 
at work on the bomb case now 
or en route to this city to join in 
the hunt for the perpetrators of 
the outrage that wrecked the finan- 
cial district, killed more than twen- 
ty innocent people and wounded 200 
more. Burns is employed by the 
Morgans. He was.on the job with- 
in a few minutes after the ex- 
plosion occurred and made a per- 
sonal investigation of several hours’ 
duration. William Flynn, ‘head of 
the United States secret’ service 
forces, entrained for New York 
from Washington within a short 
time after the explosion occurred. 
He was given a special train and 
absolute right of way over the 
Pennsylvania to permit of _ his 
earliest possible arrival. Davis B. 
Price, a noted explosive expert of 
the department of agriculture, is on 
his way from Washington to aid in 
the investigation. : 

Like German Air Raid. 

When the explosion occurred New 
York found out what would have 
happened if the Germans had raided 
the city from the air during the 
war. The time look bombs did pre- 
cisely what a big bomb dropped 
from a_ Gotha or a Zeppelin would 
have, done. In the city hal! in 
Nancy during the war there was 
an airplane bomb about nine feet 
long and about a foot and a half 
in diameter that had been dropped on 
the city and failed to explode. Oth- 
ers of its kind had exploded, how- 
ever, and the havoc wrought by one 
sich bomb was approximate to that 
accomplished in Wall street. 

The scene after the explosion was 
an exact reproduction of a _day- 
light air raid tragedy in a French 
city during the war. At one moment 
Wall street was as normal as a 
drink of water. The average num- 
ber of people were going about their 
accustomed business. Three automo- 
biles were parked along the curb 
on the south side of. the street in 
frént of the palatial Morgan offices. 

A plain delivery wagon drove 
slowly up the north side of Wall 
street, coming from the east. In 
front of the assay office and directly 
across the narrow street from the 
Morgan offices the driver halted the 
horse that drew the plain wagon, 
alighted and is believed to have es- 
caped around the corner of Nassau 
street which runs into Wall street 
some 50 yards ahead of where the 
wagon halted. In one of the auto- 
mobiles direetly across the street 
from where the delivery wagon was 
standing the owner was sitting at 
the wheel. ‘ 

At one minute of twelve a sheet 
of flame flashed up from where the 
delivery wagon was standing and 
with the flare of it came am crash 
as of a thousand thunders tha 
shook the entire lower part of Nev 
York. Less than a half minute after 
this flare of flame and crash of thun- 
der, E. H. Shaw, a broker, looked 
from his window at No. 7 Wall 
street, that commands a perfect 
view of the street at the point 
where the explosion occurred. 

Ne Living Soul in Sight. 

As near as he could determine 
there was not a living soul in sight 
in the stricken street. The scrawny 
horse whieh had pulled the wagon 
that delivered death and destruction 
to the neighborhood was lying in 
the middle of the street, a scrap- 
heap of shredded flesh. 

The innocent men and women who 
had been going peacefully about 
their business but a moment be- 
fore were lying huddled on street 
and sidewalk where they had been 
stricken down, limp lumps of life- 
less clay in a busy thoroughfare 
saae had suddenly become a sham- 

les, 

The man who had sat at the wheel 
of his automobile in front of the 
Morgan office was horribly dead in 
the street forty feet away. A woman 
lay quiet on the sidewalk in -front 
of the subtreasury building at the 
feet of the heroitc statue of George 
Washington standing on the spot 
where he was first inaucurated.

Sudden Chorus of Shrieks. 


Suddenly there was a chorus of 
shrieks and a frantic crowd began 
pouring out into the street from 
the nearby office buildings. Many 
were cut by flying glass and bleed- 
ing. Shouting thousands began 
pouring in from all the narrow side 
streets, to mill about in a mad panic 
in which men ruthlessly trampled 
women in the effort to escape when 
the cry went up that another ex- 
plosion was ahout to occur. 

It was at least ten minutes before 
the police and the ambulances be- 
gan to appear in numbers sufficient 
to restore a semblance of order. 
Gradualiy the crowds were driven 
back and the shambles in Wall 
street was left to the police, soldiers 
from Governor’s Island who guard- 
ed the treasury with drawn bay- 
onets, the doctors, ambulance men, 
nurses, Red Cross workers and re- 
porters. 

It was long before one definitely 
knew anything. The cause, of the 
explosion was a mystery. Wit- 
nesses were as hard to find as well 
water in the Sahara. Mayor Hylan 
was on hand and knew as litile as 
tne people behind the fire lines. 
Some said that the delivery wagon 
was carrying explosives and that 
an automobile had run _ into it. 
There was the rumor that a high- 
powered automobile heading’ east 
was standing in front of 55 Wall 
street and that just prior to the ex- 
plosion three men jumped into it 
and drove away at high speed. There 
were rumors of other explosions 
seon to occur, 

Between 2 and 2 in the afternoon 
men pegan washing down the street 
and clearing the office windows of 
broken glass. All possible evidence 
was @ollected from the debris and 
taken away by the police. William 
J., Burns finished his investigations 
and departed. The interest had left 
Wall street and had begun to cen- 
ter in the hunt for the perpetrators 
of the crime.

Statement of Auditors Al- 
leges John Welch's 
‘Debts Exceed Assets by 
Almost a Half Million 
Dollar s. : 


Athens, Ga., September 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—An excess of approximately 
$432,000 in liabilities over assets 
was disclosed in the auditors’ report 
on the financial condition of John 
Welch, local cotton factor, who last 
month was said to be in financial 
difficulties as a result of breaks in 
the cotton market. The auditors 
have been at work on his books for 
several weeks and presented their 
report today at a meeting of about 
fifty creditors and attorneys repre- 
senting creditors held at the Welch 
warehouSe. 

The auditors’ report showed lia- 
bilities of approximately $832,000, 
represented by notes outstanding 
on loans and warehouse receipts 
Outstanding for cotton. The assets 
in cotton and monev in the bank 


and other assets were approximate- 
ly $400,000. 
Committee Appointed. 

A committee of ten:creditors and 
their attorneys was appointed to 
investigate the matter and report 
to a meeting of the creditors to be 
held in the -Athens city hall next 
Thursday morning at 11 o'clock. 
John B. Gamble, attorney, is chair- 
man of the committee. 

Mr. Welch is represented by CU. W. 
Crook, who has been acting for him 
with power ofattorney since his diffi- 
culties first became known. Judye 
Stephen C. Upson is attorney for 
Welch... No legal proceedings had 
been taken tonight to throw the 
case into court, and it was said that 
such action would probably be held 
{n abeyance until the creditors’ 
meeting next Thursday, 

Attorney John B. Gamble, who was 
selected chairman of the committee, 
tonight explained that the commit- 
tee was appointed for the purpose 
of ascertaining Mr. Welch’s true fi- 
nancial condition and what can be 
done toward raising the funds nec- 
essary to pay off his indebtednegs 
without recourse to court action. 
All creditors, he stated, had pledged 
themSelves to hold things in status 
until after the meeting Thursday.

Pleasant W eather 


Von Herrmann speaks! 
“The weather has been accused of 
being warm,” he said, “I have pos- 


Jupiter Pluvius in making things 
just the least bit uncomfortabfe, I’ve 
really felt that way myself, but 
if any bonds have been between us, 
they are broken now, for I expect 
cooler and more pleasant weather 
for the next several days.” 

Such was the enlightening infor- 
mation gained from C. H. von Herr- 
mann, Atlanta’s eminent authority 
on, what’s what, in the weather 
world Thursday afternoon. 

It is tO be wondered whether At- 
lanta has received its share of rain 
this year. Two weeks ago the cot- 
ton belt resumed a state of calm, 
sunshiny weather. This was broken 
by showers in Tennessee, which 
moved to the Atlantic coast and the 
latest reports show that spasmodic 
showers are occurring in Alabama, 
Tennessee and along the Atlantic 
coast from Charleston to Miami. 
This is possibly a forerunner of 
some wet weather for Atlanta. To 
date Atlanta has received her al- 
lotted quota, that being approxi- 
mate forty-nine inches, which is a 
fair average for a year, but this 
figure up to date has been exceed- 
ed, the total amount has reached 
55.78 inches. This is an excessive 
amount. 

Temperatures continue to remain 
high over the cotton states, with a 
slight decline at a few points and 
a possibility that greater declines 
will be reported within the next few 
days, according to the predictions 
made for cooler weather.

MAKE LAND COUNT. 

“Make the land give the very 
best account of itself,” says the 
veteran farmer, Colonel John E. 
Fench, in The Greensboro (Ga.) 
Herald-Journal: 

“Make three crops a year from 
the same land. This is the best 
way to stave off starvation. The 
writer lived 40 years near Mr. Fred 
McWhorter near Shiloh church, and 
he made three crops a year on all 
of his wheat and corn land in the 
long ago. All the farmers in the 
Shiloh neighborhood made all their 
supplies at home, and it should be 
done now.” 


The home-supply plan has 
proved a big money-maker for 
Georgia farmers; it keeps the 
money in the home town, instead 
of enriching outside markets by 
sending it abroad for products that 
can be raised at home.

How Organized Labor 
May Achieve Its Aims 


(From Labor day address of Wm. G. 
McAdoo at Syracuse, N. Y., Sept. 6.) 

“The war has already made clear 
what was theretofore only partially 
recognized: that the eight-hour day 
is a basic principle of our socia) and 
economic system, essential to the 
Vitality and welfare of the laboring 
man and to the true interests of the 
employer; that labor organizations 
have a right to existence; that their 
Suppression or oppression does vio- 
lence to modern thought and prog- 
ress; that the right of collective bar- 
gaining must be conceded to labor 
organizations; that they are as much 
entitled as their employers to be 
represented by agents or attorneys 
of their own choice; that apree- 
ments made by labor organizations 
impose upon them just as sacred 
obligations as they impose upon the 
employer; that organized labor can- 
not achieve its highest aims until 
inviolability of agreements once en- 
tered into is fully recognized by all 
parties thereto; that the standard 
should not be a mere living wage 
but a sufficient wage to provide a 
living for each worker and his fam- 
ily and to enable him, by the exer- 
cise of reasonable thrift and econ- 
omy, to lay something aside for old 
age and emergency; that just and 
prompt compensation should be 
made for injuries received or deatn 
incurred jn the line of employment; 
that the legitimate risks of the oec- 
cupation should be assumed by the 
employer; that women should be 
paid the same rate as men for simi- 
lar employment; that the conditions 
under which men and women are 
required to work shall be healthful 
and fitted to their needs. 

“These general principles are now 
accepted to a larger degree than 


ever before by the enlightened opin- 
ion of employer and employe alike, 
and to the extent that they receive 
general acceptance depends in large 
measure composure of the difficul- 
ties which now beset the industrial 
world,”

The first attempt’ to pass the 
measure creating the shipping board 
was made by congress in 1915, but 
it met death by .- filibuster at the 


hands of the republicam minority in 
the senate. A year Iater, however, 
the democratic majority in congress 
succeeded in passing the bili in the 
face of united republican opposition. 
The purpose of the meaasure was to 
release our overseas commerce from 
foreign domination and to give the 
nation’s farmers and manufactur- 
ers the benefit of redsonable rates. 
Due to the great demand from Eu- 
rope’s belligerents for American 
products, the world’s sea-Garrying 
tonnage had become desperately de- 
ficient. 

Immediate... steps were taken by 
the shipping board to remedy the 
situation. The best brains in the 
shipping industry were requisitioned 
and plans were laid for the con- 
struction on a stupendous scale of 
additional ships and shipyards. The 
work had hardly commenced when 
the United States enteréd the war 
and the powers of the board were 
greatly broadened. Congress gave 
the president far-reaching author- 
ity to requisition, construct and op- 
erate ships without limitations or 
conditions “save such limitations as 
resulted from the limits of appro- 
priations,” and the president in turn 
delegated these powers to the ship- 
ping board and its emergency fleet 
corporation. ,

Under these broad powers the 
Emergency Fleet Coporation requl- 
sitioned 873 steamers, constructed 
or in course of. construction in 
American yards, of 2,791,000 gross 
tons; took over and repaired 89 
German steamers of 583,435 gross 
tons, which had steamed into Amer- 
ican ports at*the beginning of the 
war; took charge of 87 Dutch ves- 
sels of 354,479 gross tons, which had 
been commandeered; and contracted 
for 3,164 new vessels of 17,515,481 
gross tons. 

To accomplish its mammoth task 
the board through the corporation 
provided for the building of four 
large shipyards for the construction 
of fabricated steel ships and five 
yards for the building of concrete 
ships. In addition to this it was 
necessary to provide housing facili- 
ties for workmen employed at the 
yards, to provide for their welfare, 
to establish schools for the training 
of men for the task of building 
ships and also to man the ships as 
they left the ways. All of this was 
accomplished. 

From the time of its organization 
in January, 1917, to June 15, 1920, 
the shipping board constructed 4nd 
delivered 2,048 vessels of a total 
deadweight tonnage of 11,444,558. 
At the time of the signing of the 
armistice new vessels were being 
launched in the United States at the 
rat3 of three a day, the country had 
341 shipyards, with a total of 1,284 
launching ways, more than double 
the number of shipways owned by 
all other nations combined; and 
385,000 men were employed in the 
shipyards. 

The end of the war necessitated a 
curtailment of the vast program of 
shipbuilding, and contracts for a 
total of 952 ships of 4,747,465 dead- 
weight tons were cancelled, repre- 
senting a final saving to the coun- 
try of more than $60,000,000. Not- 
withstanding the changed _  condi- 
tions brought about by the end of 
the war, the output of ships during 
1919 was 1,180 vessels of 6,379,823 
deadweight tons, exceeding the an- 
nual production of any one country 
in the world’s history. During the 
second quarter of that year steel 
ships under construction in _ this 
country represented 44% ‘per cent 
of the total steel tonnage building 
in the world. 

The entire program, now nearing 
completion, will give the United 
States within a year a merchant 
fleet of 18,000,000 deadweight tons, 
a total second only to that of Great 
Britain, which is estimated at ap- 
proximately 25,000,000 tons. 

The extent of the decadence of 

American shipping and shipbuilding 
industry brought about by a halt 
century of neglect, and the strides 
made in seven years in reviving the 
American merchant marine may be 
seen at a glance in the following 
constrasting figures: 
In 1914 the United States had 755 
ocean-going vessels of 2,128,000 
gross tons, of which 80 per cent 
were engaged in coastwise and 
Great Lakes trade; only 10 per cent 
of the country’s foreign commerce 
was carried in American bottoms; 
the shipbuliding industry was stag- 
nant and decaying, the country’s 
annual production of ships’. being 
316,000 grodss tons, built in 65 years, 
with 256 launching ways; the total 
number of shipbuilders was only 
50,000, chiefly engaged in 
work. 

In 1920, on June 30, the United 
| States kad 3,404 ocean-going ves- 
{sels, ot 11,278,741 gross tons (ap- 
proximately 16,918,212 deadweight); 
forty-two per cent of the country’s 
foreign commerce was carried in 
American ships (March figures), 
the United States had become the 
second shipbuilding country of the 
world, with an annual production of 
ships (1919) of 4,000,000 gross tons 
(6,379,823 deadweight) built in 159 
yards, with 921 launching ways, and 
200,000 workers employed in the in- 
dustry.

Cooper, Jr., read the law upon the 
question, seeking to show that it is 
mandatory upon the presiding judge 
to grant a motion for a change oi 
venue, and the sections he read to 
the court were from a law enacted 
in 1911 by the geenral assembly o: 
Georgia. Judge Searcy declared his 
intentino of overruling teh motion 
for a change of venue, basing his 
decision upon the ruling that the 
prisoner had waived his right to 
pray for achange of venue by filing 
the motion for a continuance. Then 
it was announced by Attorney 
Cooper that he would file a bill ot 
exceptions, which, he declared, 
would act aS a supersedeas, holding 
up the trial until the bill of excep- 
tions could be acted upon by the 
supreme court of Georgia, 


Would Refuse to Certify. 


To this, Judge Searcy replied that 
he would refuse to certify the bilJ 
of exceptions, and informed the atl- 
torney for the defendant that his 
recourse would be through manda- 
mus proceedings taken to the su- 
preme court. The court-’then or- 
dered the case to proceedj when Mr. 
Cooper asked that a recess of one 
hour be taken to allow the arrival 
of John R. Cooper from Macon, 
who is associated with the defense. 
Judge eSarcy refused to allow the 
recess, saying that Mr. Cooper did 
ont arrive until 6 o’clock, when the 
afternoon session was within a few 
minutes of adjournment. 

These formalities dispensed with, 
Judge Searcy ordered the court to 
proceed with the case of the state 
versus Jack L. Kelloy. 

Before going into the case, how- 
ever, Judge .Searcy ordered the 
doorways of the court to be cleared, 
and Space made for the lawyers and 
the veniremen. There was a large 
crowd packed into the courtroom, 
and the case developed throughout 
the afternoon a series of sensations. 


Strictest Order. 


Judge Searcy, who had expressed 

the bellef that Kelloy could receive 
a fair and impartial trial in Spald- 
ing county, gave warning that ‘he 
purposed to maintain the strictest 
order in the courtroom, and that 
any violation of the dignity of the 
court would be met with an order 
to clear it of all spectators. 
_ Solicitor General E. M. Moore, who 
is assisted by Attorney W. H. Con- 
nors, who was employed by Robert 
W. Eubanks and others, of Atlanta, 
to aid the state in the prosecution 
proceeded to arraign the prisoner, 
after which the twelve jurymen 
were quickly chosen. The men 
chosen were alluded to by citizens 
of the city of Griffin as an excep- 
tionally fine body of jurymen, who 
would insure a fair trial to the de- 
.endant.

No Witnesses Named. 


There were no witnesses named 
by the defense, and Jack Kelloy, 
the @ccuse sitting with his attor- 
neys, Allen, Cooper and Henry A. 
Peebles, of Hampton, GaNpwith only 
Mrs. Frances Roche as his friend 
and associate in his hour of trial, 
presented a pathetic and ofttimes 
puzzling picture.

Eubanks on Stand. 


The jury was called into the 
courtroom and directed to assume 
their places in the box, and the 
first witness for the state was 
placed upon the stand. The first 
man to be examined by the state 
was R. W. Eubanks, manager and 
part owner of the Hudson Taxi com- 
pany. Mr. Eubanks was subjected 
to a close examination by the so- 
licitor and cross-examined careful- 
ly by the attorneys for the defense, 
but little was developed from his 
testimony that has not already been 
printed. 


He told the story of the start by 
Trexler and Kelloy on the fatal trip 
of Friday, September 10, and his 
trip to Griffin later in the day when 
it developed that the Hudson car 
Trexler was driving had broken 
down, and that the young driver 
had lost his life. Mr. Eubanks de- 
scribed how Trexler was found, the 
wounds on his neck and other de- 
tails of the tragedy, adding little 
to published reports. 


Cross-examined by Mr. Allen, the 
witness told of his connection with 
the Hudson Taxicab company and 
told about hauling Kelloy and Mrs. 
Roche together on several occasions. 
He said that Kelloy called always 
for Bearden, and never asked for 
Trexler. He said that so far as he 
knew Kelloy and Trexler were not 
acquainted. Telling of the trade 
made "ith Kelloy for the Savannah 
trip, Mr. Eubanks said that he told 
the man it would cost him $175 and 
advised him to take a railroad train. 
Mr. Eubanks exhibited a cap, which 
he said had been found by a negro, 
and identified it as Trexler’s, saying 
he knew it by a grease stain and 
by a bloodstain on it. When ques- 
tioned by Mr. Allen about his iden- 
tity of the cap, Mr. Eubanks did 
not give any poistive reason for 
saying the cap had belonged to 
Trexler except that it was the cap 
he had seen the young taxi-driver 
wear, and knew it by the grease and 
bloodstains.

City Will Consider 
Car Company Refusal 
To Assist in Paving 


What steps the tity, will take fol- 
lowing the refusal Thursday of the 
Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany to comply with council's man- 
date that the company immediately 
pave between its car tracks on Lee 
street, from Park street to McCall's 
crossing, will be discussed this aft- 
ernoon at a meeting of the street 
committee. 


| The resolution, passed by council 


on Monday, September 6, provided 
that the power company be notified 
that unless it begins work on the 
Lee street paving within five days 
from the receipt .of the notice, the 
city would proceéd with the work 
and charge the expense to the com- 
pany. 

P. S. Arkwright, president of the 
company, replied in a letter to H. 
Collier, chief of construction, that 
the paving of Lee street, which has 
been completed with the exception 
of the space between the car tracks, 
was not done on the assessment 
plan, but was paved by the county 
from its general tax funds. 

Mr. Arkwright declares that the 
resolution adopted by council is an 
attempt to compel the power com- 
pany, at itS own expense, to repave 
a large section of Lee street. 

‘This company denies the allega- 
tions of fact contained in the reso- 
lution,” says: Mr. Arkwright, “de- 
nies the authority and power of the 
city under the law and under the 
facts to assess any part of the cost 
of such repaving or so-called re- 
pairs against it, and notifies you that 
as such so-called repairs or repav- 
ing are made it must be done ‘at 
the city’s own ‘expense, and that the 
company will refuse to pay for the 
same.” 

A report will be submitted to the 
street committee this afternoon by 
Chief Collier. 


HISTORY OF SEED 
HEARD BY FULTON 
COUNTY FARMERS 


In the center of the best field of 
cotton in Fulton county seventy- 
five farmers of the Dunwoody com- 
munity gathered around their coun- 
ty agent, Harry Brown, on Thurs- 
day afternoon despite a sweltering 
sun to ‘hear the history of the seed 
which has produced this two-bale- 
to-the-acre crop. The gathering 
took place on the farm of T. . 
Chastain, of the agricultural de- 
partment of the Barrett company, 
Atlatna, and wa saddressed by Mr. 
Brown, C. Cobb, editor of The 
Southern Ruralist, and Prof. C. A. 
Whittle, of the Southern Fertilizer 
company. 

In emphasizing the increasing 
necessity for “seed selection” as the 
means to gain better cotton and to 
fight the boll weevil Mr. Brown re- 
counted the story. of the _ fifteen 
years of experfmentation and seleéc- 
tion which had resulted in this the 
first year of “College No. 1” cotton. 
The work was begun by Prof. R. H. 
DeLoach, who started with Cook’s 
cotton, developed the now well- 
known Sunbeam and from this lat- 
ter the state agricultural department 
at Athens has perfected the seed 
known as College No. 1, which pos- 
sesses the two requisites of a good 
cotton—it is early maturing and 
long growing. This its the first 
time that these two qualities have 
been developed in the same type of 
cotton. 

The fact that the crowning of 
cotton—planting not more than 
»three feet apart—tends toward early 
fruiting and a diminution of sur- 
plus foliage growth was emphasized. 

The county agent promised that 
the Fulton County Farm _ bureau, 
under the federal bureau, would ba 
organized as soon as possible, prob- 
ably during the first of December. 
This organization effects community 
meetings for the encouragement of 
improved agricultural methods, and 
for the broadening of the rural so- 
cial life. The question of secur- 
ing bonded cotton warehouses, in 
order to enable the farmers to se- 
cure government grading and the 
consequent credit based on_ such 
grading, will be taken up shortly.

New York, September 16.—Trading 
in cotton came to an abrupt halt 
early in the noon hour and for a 
time the floor was almost desert- 
ed by brokers who rushed toward 
the scene of the Wall street ex- 
plosion. The board of directors at 
a hastily called meeting decided 
that no occasion existed to justify 
closing the exchange, but business 
was very quiet during the balance 
of the day in the stock market, 
while the attention of cotton trad- 
ers seemed to be monopolized by 
reports of the disaster.

The market showed an improved 
tone during the greater part of the 
day. The opening was irregular at 
an advance of 26 points to a decline 
of 13 points with the late months 
relatively easy under a continuation 
of yesterday’s selling movement. The 
offerings were very readily absorbe- 
ed, however, and the market soon 
turned firmer on more encouraging 
reports from the goods trade, and 
steady Liverpool cables. October ad- 
vanced from 27.75 to 28.07 and Janu-:

SEEN IN NEW ORLEANS 


New Orleans, September 16.—A 
fairly good undertone was preserved 
by cotton today in the face of con- 
tinued favorable weather over the 
belt. The explosion in Wall street 
caused a flurry of selling, but it 
did not last long, and some/ time 
after news of it was received the 
market became steadier than ever. 
Highest prices were reached in the 
late trading when the active months 
were 25 to 35 points over the close 
of yesterday. Last prices were at 
net gains for the day of 17 to 32 
points. 

The steadiness was due primary 
to further cablegrams from England 
claiming that the general opinion in 
cotton cireles there was that the ne- 
gotiations to avert the coal strike 
would be successful, On top of this 
were reports of a better business 
doing in cotton goods and'signs of 
an increasing demand for spots in 
the interior of the belt, and espe- 
cially in the western section where 
the holding movement among farm- 
ers was described as growing. For 
a short while on the opening the 
market was depressed by the dry 
and warm weather over the belt, 
but after declines of 1 to 11 points 
there was an upward movement 
which finally carried values 25 to 
29 points over the close of yester~- 
day, October touching 26.42, which 
was the high for the day on that 
month. Following the news of the

HARDING PLEADS 


Marion, Ohio, September 16.—In- 
tenued to usher in the observance 
of “Constitytion day” in his home 
State, Senator Harding, the repub- 
lican presidential canaidate, tonight 
issued a statement in which he as- 
serted that “if by some tragic dis- 
pensation of fate this constitution 
Should cease to be. the door would 
no longer be closed against the 
Stealthy appropriation of autocratic 
power and the gradual absorption 
of the people’s sovereignty.” 
_ Tomorrow, Senator Harding will 
deliver a front-porch address. on 
constitutional government to a dele- 
gation of central Ohioans as part 
of the program of observance of the 
anniversary of the adoption of the 
federal constitution. 

Beginning his Statement, the gen- 
ator declared “there is abroad in 
the land a spirit which seems to 
weaken the adherence of the peo- 
ple to their constiqution and which 
recklessly challenges its worth.” 
After discussing the necessity for 
respect to the basic law of the na- 
tion, he asserted that “so long as 
it endures, the people will never 
have a master, but will rule them-

Hardiug’s Statement. 

His Statement, in part, follows:

On the contrary, 
it is the one thing, above all other 
things in our polity, which both 
in origin and expression is uni- 
versal in its democracy. A statute 
rests upon the delegated authority 
ot a small official group, but the 
congtitution is the direct fiat df 
he people. It is their magdate 
not their wishes, but 
the immovable 
boun’:’ ©s$ of nower beyond which 
their servants who administer their 
eover:ment are forbidden to go. 


It is declared to be ‘the supreme law 


of the land’ with every other law 
and eyery official act must coin- 
cide or fall. : 
Standing Proclamation. 

_"It ig an eVerstanding proclama- 
tion of the right of the people to 
speak as the sovereign power of the 
nation, whose body and soul they 
are, for does it not begin with the 
imperial words: ‘We, the people of 
the United States ...do ordain to 
establish this constitution for the 
United States of America.’ 

“Whether it shall endure will be 
for the men and women of America 
to determine. Respect for it rev- 
erence for jt, is not enoygh. They 
must take hold of its meaning, pen- 
etrate its spirit, cleave to its prin- 
ciples, confound its enemies. More 
dangerous than open repudiation is 
insidious subversion. 

“Our eople must set themselves 
to the task of ending the attempt 
to subject the legislative power to 
the control of the executive, and 
of reStoring the substance of consti- 
tutional government under’ which 
the several departments are separ- 
ate but co-equal, answerable not 
one to another, but each to the peo- 
ple from whom alone it derives its 
power to be or to act at all.”
